canini, who was struck In the face 
last night when he refused to play 
the Fascist national anthem at aeon 
cert, was on the way to Milan today 
having been ordered to leave Bologna 
by a Fascist official. 


When the conductor of the New 


York Philharmonic Symphony 
or 
chestra group of Fascists requested 
that he play the anthem 
because 


Count Ciano, undersecretary in the 
ministry of the interior and father 
in-law of Premier Mussolini's" daugh 
ter. was in the audience. 


Toscanni refused, 'as he has done 


before, on the ground that the com 
position is not "good music." 
The 


delegation demanded that he recon 
sider, and when he would-not one o, 
them struck him and forced him to 
return to his hotel. 


A larger group marched through the 
streets to'the hotel wher- they stag 
ed a demonstration of' protest "and 
Commendatore Mario Gh'erielli,' fed 
eral Fascist .secretary of the prov- 
ince, talked with Mrs. Toscanini, then 
ordered the conductor to leave town. 


It is neither obligatory nor custo- 


mary in Italy to play the Fascist an- 
them or the Royal march at a con- 
cert or opera unless a member of the 
royal family is present. It was recall- 
ed,- however, that even -when 
the 


queen and Princess Giovanni Maria 
attended the first concert In Rome 
by the New York Philharmonic or- 
chestra Toscanini aroused much com- 
ment by not playing the Royal 
march. 


It is believed" that the audience in 


Bologna shouted for the anthem be- 
cause they knew the maestro's re- 
pugnance to playing 'the composition.

his hat, he carried many years before 
that accident. 
The cane which he

put 


emphasis In his argument. 


Grandpa loved nothing more than 


a friendly argument and he always 
knew where he could find one. Poll- 
tics was his specialty and ho never 
found a man with whom he could 
not hold his own in a political argu 
ment. For many years he had a se. 
schedule of -visits, After concluding 
his "chores" as he 
called them 


about his home, he started for town

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SENATORS' PAY 


Bill No. 397-S introduced by Sena- 


tor Cashman for the purpose of appro- 
priating: $1900.00 to each of the hold- 
over senators who cannot, under su- 
preme court decision, receive it, is dif- 
ficult to understand in view of the his- 
tory of what has transpired. 


Members of the legislature were lim- 


ited by the constitution to $500.00 for 
a term of two years or about $20.00 a 
month. 


By amendment of the constitution 


the people altered this provision and 
gave authority to the legislature to fix 
its own salary, but the constitution also 
contains the provision : 


"The legislature shall never -grant 


any extra compensation to any public 
officer . . . after the services shall 
have been rendered; nor shall the com- 
pensation of any public officer be in- 
creased or diminished during his term 
of office." 


Senator Cashman's bill would" seem 


to be a futile enterprise as the supreme 
court has held that members of the 
senate who hold over, as do half of 
them, could not, for the term for which 
they had been elected and during 
which they increased the salary of leg- 
islators, take such increase themselves. 


Sometimes a rule -of this sort seems 


harsh but in reality it is wise, for "the 
experience of the country had demon- 
strated that one of the growing evils 
was that members of the legislature^ 
procured the creation^of offices, fixed 
the emoluments thereof, and increased 
the emoluments of others with the hope 
and expectation that they might by 
way of appointment or election enjoy 
the fruits of their legislative labors." 


It is-plain enough that to make any 


such ^payment is in direct violation of 
a constitutional provision and that if 
the legislature wants to bring itself in- 
to shame and disgrace or its members 
care to vote themselves into certain 
oblivion then they may pass the bill, 
but only to find that if they do not 
want to obey the constitution there is 
a supreme court that will prevent its 
breach. 


The fact, that half of the senators 


are under new salary does not alter 
the position. They have, just been 
elected and their, skirts are clear of any 
implication of voting for a 'former in- 
crease merely to enjoy it except upon 
the approval of the people registered 
in their reelection. 


It seems unreal that any members of 


the legislature would attempt to avoid 
such plain language in the fundamental 
law. 


WAGES AND PHILANTHROPY 
Henry Ford has 
emphasized that 


wages must not be reduced. Present 
levels are to be maintained in his fac- 
tories, as well as those which supply 
him with materials. 


The Ford Motor Company has con- 


tributed greatly to the industrial 
growth of the Detroit area. The bulk 
of its employes live in the city of De- 
troit, but the Ford plants are located in 
suburbs which have never been sub- 
ject to the tax assessments of the city 
proper. 


Mr. Ford does not believe in char- 


ity. No records are available of any 
substantial contributions which might 
be expected of a man of his wealth. 
His companies have a rule against 
contributing to local charities, and no 
consideration was given during the 
winter in providing for the unemployed 
in Detroit. 


Yet according to Detroit's Mayor 


Murphy, twenty per cent of welfare 
costs have been expended on' laid-off 
employes of Mr. Ford's organization. 
These men, whose number is greatly 
increased in periods of prosperity and 
.peak production, are, in slow times, 
turned into the streets by the thou- 
sands. This winter, particularly, has

Mr. Ford recently made a public 


statement that "the average man won't 
do a day's work." His announcement 
that he would countenance no wage 
cuts has caused him to be hailed as a 
philanthropist and smart economist. 
But those in charge of Detroit's wel- 
fare problems are wondering about the 
philanthropy part of it. 


Mr. Ford, in normal times, employs 


over 100,000 men. To throw 20,000 of 
them into the street with no provision 
for their maintenance creates a prob- 
lem for a real economist. 


JESTER AND KING 


"The royal feast was done; the king 
Sought some new sport to banish 


care, 


And to his jester cried: "Sir Fool, 
Kneel now, and make for us a 


prayer!" 


For centuries the court jester Avas a 


symbol of royalty, the favorite of the 
monarch to whom generous privileges 
were extended but who remained nev- 
ertheless, always a jester and the butt 
of ridicule. 


Charlie Chaplin is willing enough to 


be a jester, but for the people, and not 
a monarch. 


In his recent discord with British 


royalty he has tended to sustain, the 
thought of the "Fool's Prayer" for: 


"The jester doffed his cap and bells, 
And stood the mocking court before; 
They could not see the bitter smile 
Behind the painted grin he wore." 
Mr. Chaplin has refused knighthood. 


He has declined an invitation issued on 
behalf of British royalty, which is usu- 
ally rated a condescension by the king, 
and therefore a great favor to a com-, 
moner. 


When the English papers took him 


to task for a lack of gratitude he, too, 
displayed the "bitter smile behind the 
painted grin" and lashed back at En- 
gland, with an acrid remembrance of 
his poverty and sufferings there. He 
thinks that his gratitude belongs to 
this country. Jesters even today, like 
those in centuries past, are saying 
sharp, pointed and, sometimes, worth- 
while things. 


"These clumsy feet, still in the mire, 
Go crushing blossoms without end \ - 
These hard well meaning hands we"

Mr. Chaplin presents a puzzling sit- 


uation but so have jesters all through 
the ages. His position may be due to 
an excessive democracy. It probably 
too will be ascribed to "the tempera- 
ment of the artist," but in truth it must 
not be forgotten that underneath the 
clothes we wear, whether purple or 
tattered, there beats a heart that can 
tell more about the person than the 
clothes that cover it. 


Mr. Chaplin is willing perhaps, to 


let the British nobility lift eyebrows 
high in cool disfavor upon the little 
tramp with worn and shuffling shoes 
and polka-dot mustache, for that is the 
same arch of the eyebrows that he ob- 
served before success had brought him 
wealth and position. Chaplin seems to 
say: 
"If nobility did not notice me 


when I was poor and a nobody, I'll 
return the favor the same way." 


In ancient times the jester's tongue 


was shaip, even sometimes dangerous- 
ly near to the point of ridiculing roy- 
alty. In these days royalty has added 
icasons to fear sharp tongues. 


Were Mr. Chaplin to accept the in- 


vitation and appear on the London 
platform he might consider it appro- 
priate to repeat Mr. Sill's closing lines: 


"Earth bears no balsam for mis- 


takes ; 


Men crown the knave and scourge 


the tool 


That did his will; but Thou, O Lord, 
Be merciful to me, a fool."

the termerity to Diint an article. "The Civic 
Duty at the Present Time," written by the re- 
publican advocate Don Carlos Alonso, and In 
consequence has been found guilty of "anti- 
monarchical propaganda," and subject to the 
penalties of Section 259 of the Penal Code. The 
paper is endeavoring to escape punishment on 
the grounds that technically the article was not 
published, except for the three copies furnished 
the civil authorities for their Investigation. The 
remainder of the edition never left the printing 
rooms, when tho censorship objections were 
learned. Whether a Journal can be fined and 
suspended for printing articles not actually pub- 
lished in the real sense of that word, Is the tech- 
nicality which must now be decided. Perhaps 
In printing, but not publishing tvill be seen to 
lie the bo-called "liberty of the press."—JMadrk

by many physicians as an Internal 
medicine to aid leukocytosls or the 
mobilization o5 white corpuscles in 
any kind of Infection. Jt -was used 
more commonly as an external poul- 
tice to aid In the healing- of idolent 
chronic leg tilceis, especially those 
secondary to varicose veins. 
For 


the latter purpose it served well, in- 
deed put many an "incurable" -ulcer 
in condition to heal kindly; though 
the yeast dressings were often pain- 
ful at first. 
The present popular 


use of yeast for acne pimples and 
boils and .as an aid in gaining weight, 
is due to Intensive publicity. 
The 


practice of eating yeast as a general 
bracer, Is, in my judgment, simply 
*. matter of popular ignorance and 
gjllibility, for I have too much rea- 
son to know that when any simple 
or readily available remedy Is sug- 
gested by a doctor for some ailment 
there are always a lot of people who 
will "try" the remedy for everything 
and anything. 


Bread Is made from the seed of 


wheat. In milling the grain Is sifted 
Into 73 parts white flour, 12 parts 
middlings, 13 parts bran, 
and 2 


parts germ. "That's all there Is; 
there ain't no more." 


"Wh'te bread is made from 
all 


white flour. 


"Whole wheat, brown or graham 


bread is made from -varying propor- 
tions of the four parts, more or less 
as they are found in wheat. 


Germ biead is made 
from three- 


fourths white flour and one-fourth 
germ flour. 


White flour contains no "Vitamin 


B 


Middlings and brain contain some 


Vitamin B, but not much. 


Germ Hour Is rich In Vitamin B. 
Vitamin B is necessary in the ani- 


mal economy to keep the Involun- 
taiy muscle of the whole alimentary 
tract in vigorous functional health. 
Indirectly it controls appetite. This 
vitamin, too, prevents multiple neu- 
ritis (berl-beri^Iu fowls and in man 
In the tropics. 


It would seem now fairly appar- 


ent that the well known laxative 
action of; whole wheat, bran, various 
fruits and berries is at least in part 
due to their Vitamin B, and not the 
cellulose, wood fibre 
or roughage 


alone. Incidentally, since Vitamin B 
is so abundantly supplied in fresh 
fruits and vegetables., as well as the 
whole grains or the grain germ or 
sprouts, \\liy cany additional ex- 
pense for remedies which depend on 
this same vitamin for effect?

I£ we lived 
on bread alone that would be true, 
but anybody who can have a dish 
of berries or some fruit or some 
Cresh vegetables as well as bread 
need pay no heed to that fancy.

THE TRAINING CAMPS 


On May 15, 1917, sixteen camps 


for the training of officers were 
opened in various parts of the Unit- 
ed States, the numbers of trainees 
In attendance being 40,000. 


The camps were s c a t t e r e d 


throughout the country so as to af- 
ford the opportunity of entrance and 
training with the least inconveni- 
ence and expense of travel. Officers 
previously commissioned in the re- 
serve corps were required to attend 
the camps, and, in addition, about 
30,000 selected candidates "were ac- 
cepted from among the much great- 
er number who applied for admis- 
sion. 


These camps were organized and 


conducted under the supervision of 
department commanders; applicants 
were required- to state their quali- 
fications and a rough apportionment 
was attempted among the candidates 
to the several states. 


At the conclusion of the camp, 


27,341 officers were commissioned 
and directed to report at the places 
selected for the training of the new 
army. By this process the national 
army need for officers was satisfied 
and the roster of the regular army 
filled.

Trouble Is 
Found With 
Delinquents 


BY ANGELO PATBI 


It is easy to get along1 with those 


who succeed. The 
trouble comes 


with those who fail. We naturally 
avoid trouble and dwell as much as 
possible on success: It'is easier on 
the mind. But delinquents will not 
let us ' forget them. 
Whether we 


like it or not they press for atten- 
tion. .What shall we do with them? 


First we study the causes of de- 


linquency. We find -for 
instance 


that truancy is listed as a cause of 
delinquency by some social workers. 
Now truancy is not the cause of de- 
linquency. It is inherent in delin- 
quency. The inadequate child is the 
one.who plays truant. 


What makes him inadequate? He 


does not find it possible to live to 
the standards of the social body in 
which he lives—Why not? He may 
be unhealthy. 
Either mentally or 


physically. One thing you may rest 
assured of and that is, if he were 
fit, if he were able to live to the re- 
quired standard he would be delight- 
ed to do so. 
There is something 


holding him down and it is usually 
something outside his control. 


The home of such a child fosters 


delinquency as a usual thing. The 
heredity of the child was poor. The 
living-'conditions are\bad. The home 
standards are not those of society 
at its best—which is what school.and 
church and court really mean. 


Then the study of the delinquent 


begins with a study of his home, 
his ]• crcdity, his "health—mental and 
physical. 
Then 
what? 
Usually 


nothing but a reform school. What 
he needs is a clinic and a clearing 
house for such children' in every 
school district in the world. We need 
to recognize that there are' certain 
children who can never. attain the 
school standards in lessons and con- 


duct. Shall we lower the standards 
and let them go by? 


Wo. Change the school and' give 


them high standards on their own 
plane of life.. I^you think: that can- 
not- be done let me direct you to 
The Vineland Training School for 
Feebleminded Boys and Girls of 
Vineland, New Jersey. Here you will- 
will find a. colony of almost helpless 
children living on a .high standard 
of achievement on .their own plane. 


If that can be done with feeble 


minded children what more can be 
done with normal minded children, 
different in endowment, heredity and 
mentality from the 
usual 
school 


child. If we established schools that 
offered work and study and play-ac- 
cording to the needs of these odd 
children we could save hosts of them 
to useful citizenship. 
Those that 


were -winnowed out as impossible in 
one group should be passed along to 
another where again they are win- 
nowed and redirected until the great 
group is under .prof itable instruction. 
State colonies, state camps, 
state 


schools in every place where they 
are needed to aid those children who 
fail to comply -with the requirements 
of .ordinary everyday life are a nec- 
essity. 


Each school needs a psychiatrist, a 


physician, a nurse and a teacher. 
When a child shows evidence of fail- 
ing he is immediately tested, exam- 
ined and treated. If necessary sent 
to another school more suited to his 
needs. Why not? . 


Active children should have active 


education, not the sitting still and 
listening sort. 
Bookminded child 


should not be exalted above all oth- 
ers, valuable thougli they are. Nor 
should the trade minded child, be 
made to feel himself belittled by at- 
tendance at a -trade school. It is, 
time that we acknowledged the in- 
telligence of the farmer, the me- 
chanic, the artisan. Time to pro- 
vide them with training's .d a place 
in the scheme of life. Offer every 
child education after his own kind

skies.

| the aerial acrobatics will be on -the 
tongues of thousands of persons as 
they gaze skyward, sunbuming their 
tonsils at the awe-inspiring spectacle 
of real military planes in battle ma- 
neuvers. 


Fighting aircraft, like foot soldiers 


and cavalrymen, move in formations, 
and they execute their own squads 
right and squads left in the clouds 
just like the Infantrymen deploy to 
the right and left on the ground. 


Air "Squads" 


"With the foot soldiers the smallest 


unit of operation Is the squad, and 
with that as a basis whole armies are 
built up of companies, battalions, 
brigades and divisions. In the air the 
"squad" is an element of three plane* 
with an element commander who has 
tho apex position of an inverted V 
formation, the most common of the . 
tactical battle and fighting 
forma- 


tions. On his right as the planes 
move through the air Is No. 2 man 
and on his left flank Is No. 3. 


Two of these elements—a forma- 


tion of sis planes—make up a flight 
in the air crops, and two flights com- 
prise a squadron. Each flight has a 
leader called a flight commander, and 
tho two flights are under the direct 
command of the squadron command- 
er, who. like the- flight leaders, flies 
at the head of his respective organi- 
zation. 


There are three squadrons in a 


group and several groups In a wing. 
All of tho units are being whipped 
into one gigantic air division for the 
battle over New York city on May 
23, when the winged troops will show 
the world what would happen If an 
enemy should attempt to sack this 
city and others along the north At- 
lantic seaboard.

"When the "Big Show" is staged o£t

corps—pursuit, bombing 


and attack and observation—will be 
In separate wings. 
The lumbering 


bombers will be at the lowest level,

chines will be possibly 5(K feet high- 
er, and the pursuit planes will be at 
tho highest level. Even in three tiers.

Madison—(XP)—A bill to appropri- 


ate $5,000 to John A. Johnson, Mad- 
ison, to compensate him for serving 
a 10-year term in the state prison for 
a crime he did not commit, has been 
vetoed by Governor LaFollette. 


Johnson was pardoned in 1921 af- 


ter evidence was introduced purport- 
ing to show he had not committed 
the murder to which he pleaded 
guilty in 1911. 


In his veto message, Gov. LaFol- 


lette approves the principle of com- 
pensating wrongly convicted persons 
who have served terms in prison, but 
urges that such claims be given a 
•thorough investigation. 


"The state should provide such 


compensation freely and willingly," 
the message states. "Individuals have 
rights, and none is more precious 
than the right to liberty. But the tax- 
payers, too, have rights, and 
the 


money of taxpayers should not be 
taken from them for claims of this 
kind until there has been some form 
of judicial or quasis judicial determi- 
nation that is justified and warrant- 
ed."

Amons the many letters I receive 
reekly asking for Information on var- 
ous fishihg matters not a few re- 


late to the taking; 
of the black bass. 
Most every angler

pickerel and the 
more common pan 
fishes, but com- 
paratively few are 
acquainted

Tet these two scrappy and good

ioned. Many of our smaller lakes, 
east expected of being "fishy," have 
)lack bass. In Marmette-co a num- 
)er of fine little waters will yield, 
rood catches. 
Up in Langlade-co 
here are many more good bass 
akes. At the moment I have- In 
nlnd one from which I have fre- 
luently had" good sport-with the Oa- 
vegos. 


I don't know the name of this 


lake—in fact, I do not think It has 
one—but I \vill tell you -where it Is. 
As you drive north from Antigo on 
highway 47 jou T\ill 
come to a 
large, white faim house, standing 
close to the right side of the road. 
It is about four miles from Antigo, 
and the only house of that descrip- 
tion along there, so y<?u can't miss 
it. 


The lake Is not in sight from the 


road—I guess that's why the fishing 
is still good In It—but it is on the 
left side of the highway as you go 
north, and behind sT big hill, only 
a. few rods distant. Tou can pro- 
cure oars from the farmer whose 
house I have described, and you will 
find an old boat moored to the ahore 
of the lake. 


My best bet in the way of lures

In. Monroe county the Republican 
party has exercised almost uninter- 
rupted control for generations. In 
•1930 it had an enrollment, of 109,856 
against a. Democratic enrollment of 
£0,738. 
' For 30 years the party was di- 
rected by George TT. Aldridge, a 
political 
leader 
of 
wisdom, 
and 


strength 
of charcter. Since 
his 


'death in.1:1922, the county organiz- 
tion has had two leaders. 


^During Mr. Aldridge's tenure, his 


leadership was accepted with little 
question. 


r 
Political Situation 
:The situation which then obtained 


was typical of that in many Ameri- 
can communities! The more thought- 
•ful Republicans, .although resenting 
this,one-man control of the party 
organization were largely reconciled 
because Mr. Aldridge rarely saw to 
it that men of integrity and intelli- 
gence were put in public office. He 
frowned upon corrupt practice, and 
. was .merciless in h'is punishment f 
individual 
wrong 
doing, 
being 


especially impatient of moral de- 
linquencies. But Ms leadership was 
entirely "practical" in the sense that 
it recognized and used the spoils 
system. 


Upon Mi-. Aldridge's death, many 


Republicans hoped his going would 
also mark the passing of the sys- 
tem for which he stood. But his 
successors have attempted to carry 
on the system of personal control. 


Serious weakening of this polit- 


ical control resulted from Roches- 
ter's adoption of the city manager 
plan in 1925. It became effective 
in 1928.

Expect 
Every

Will Benefit in Payments 
of $35,000,000,000

Washington.—There is no reason 


to suppose that the veterans of th« 
"World "War will cease their demands 
on tho treasury until the last one 
has passed to his final reward. 


Or that succeeding Congresses will 


fall to heed their pleas. 


History already has besrun .to re- 
peat itself and the assurance that 
the veterans hope to accelerate that 
time-honored process has been in- 
dicated by the national command- 
er of the American Legion. 


Resting1 not on a noble record of 


accompishment 
including soldier 
bonus loans, the beginnings of a 
pension system, the bonus itself and 
other federal veteran expenditures 
excluding loans which •will cost about 
$900,000.000 next year, Commander 
O'Neil has outlined proposals for 
further measures which will be pre-- 
sented to the next and subsequent 
sessions of Congress. 


"Pension-Minded" 


After each war It has required a 


shorter period to persuade Congress 
to grant service pensions and sub- 
sequently to liberalize their provi- 
sions. Spanish "War veterans of 1S9S 
struggled until 1920 for their first 
service pensions, but less than 300,- 
000 men engaged in that war, where- 
as World War veterans number more 
than 4,000,000 and consequently are- 
able- to bring all the- more pressure- 
So the latter had to wait but 12 
years before Congress granted hint 
allowance for disabilities whether the. 
dlsbillUes were connected with war 
service or not. 


Commander O'Xeil's demands have 


caused considerable stir but no great 
surprise because- everyone has .ex- 
pected that veterans, already bene- 
fiting from legislation which has^-i 
created the largest single burden on 
the treasury, would insist upon anil 
receive more and more until further 
post-war veteran payments run to 
or beyond the ?35,000,000,000 which 
tho war already has cost. 


Widows Benefit 
Pensions for widows and orphans 


of veterans was one item on the pro- 
gram outlined by O'Neil. These, pen- 
sions made plenty of progress in 
tho last Congress and are sure to 
be passed by the next. They are ex- 
pected to boost the pension bill an- 
other $150,000.000. 


There are those loans who already 


predict that the loans made to veter- 
ans on adjusted compensation cer- 
tificates will eventually be forgiven 
tho borrowers. No such demand has 
yet coma from tho veterans them- 
selves and It would be presumptu- 
ous to assert hero that It will ever 
be made, but it can be said with 
some assurance that if the veter- 
ans ever do get behind such a move- 
ment they •will find plenty of eager 
support in Congress and perhaps 
enough to jam It through. 


Relief for wives and children of 


veterans now in hospitals and in- 
crease In hospital facilitate for vet- 
erans who will need treatment in 
tho future, also expected by Com- 
mander O'Nell presumably will come 
right along. 
Proposes Increase 


Then there's tho commander's pro- 


posal for increasing tho disability 
compensation for "World "War voter- 
tins to the level allowed to veter- 
ans ot other wars, on the theory 
that the veteran of one war Is en- 
titled to as much money as tho 
veteran ot another. Spanish. "War 
veterans' monthly service pensions 
now run up to ?60 a month on a 
acale which took them 32 years to 
achieve and when tho "World "War 
veterans achieve a. similar scale, 
disability payments will increase tre- 
mendously In cost. 


Eventually there will be an unti- 


mate general pension bill for every 
veteran and Congress will pass it 
unless it reverses all previous per- 
formance*. That, presumably, will 
represent the high watermark ot 
America's post-war expenses.

Kaukauna — The old Kaukauna 


brick yard, the scene of many pic- 
nics and celebrations, ia the source 
of many stories. 
; Manufacture of bricks there was 
at one time a thriving industry, 
and as many as 30 and ,40' men were 
employed at one time. 
About 20 
years -ago Mr. Rhod& discontinued 
the business when the cost of clay 
became too great. - - 


Clay was taken from the grounc 


with two teams' and slushers and 
was pressed into bricks. These were 
allowed to dry in the sun for abou 
two weeks, depending upon the wea 
•ther. - They were then built into 
kilns. Large wooden fires were buil 
in them and the bricks were baked 


Sometimes as . many as 200,00 


bricks were baked at one time, ac 
cording to Charles. Miller, membe: 
of the fire department who worked 
at the brick yard for nearly 20 years 
before the business was abandoned 
The number of bricks that -were- bak 
ed depended .upon the business out 
look each summer. 
It Is Interesting to.note that mos 


of the bricks;used in the Thilmanj 
mill were made at the brick yard; 
Besides the clay found there, there 
was a .deposit of clay that proved 
popular to the youngsters of the citj. 
at that time. It wag known as "but 
ter-clay" and had a bitter' chocolat 
taste and was eaten like candy. Ev 
en the workers at the kilns ate 
handful now and , then; Man™ resi 
flents still remember the trips to tin 
brick yard-for "butter-clay." .

A large dance hall stood there a
